The  advance  guard  of  the  party  were 
wearing  the  uniforms  of  Belgian 
gendarmes.  U  is  supposed  these  uni- 
forms were  taken  from  K<»n'jarmcH  who 
were  taken  priVloners  when  the  Ger- 
mans entered  the  elty  of  Liege.  The 
Germans  were  consetauently  able  to  ap- 
proach close  to  the  Belsian  lines.  A 
numlxjr  of  the  inhabitant«  of  the  dis- 
trict joined  the  Belgian  soldiers,  and 
several  parties  were  picnicking  in  the 
woods  close  to  the  outposts.  Suddenly 
a  terrific  fire  was  opened  iby  the  Ger- 
mans, who  were  advancing  under  the 
guise  of  friends.

One 
cannot  go  through  the  streets  with- 
out a  pass,  which  Is  examined  by  pa- 
trols at  frciiuont  intervals.  The  bar- 
rioodes  along  the  jtrlncipal  thorough- 
fares have  been  mode  by  dragging 
enough  van's  across  the  roads  and  turn- 
ing the  vans  Into  blockhouses  with  the 
sides  pierced  for  rifle  fire.  Sandbags 
are  piled  breajst  high  inside  and  out- 
side. 

"The  hotels  have  li^en  commandeered 
by  the  military  authorities.  No  vehicles 
or  hor«es  are  available  for  private  use. 
Hardly  had  we  left  the  hotel  than  we 
heard  the  sound  of  a  whirring  aero- 
plane propeller  of  a  German  scout  over- 
head, which  was  followed  across  the 
city    by    »    hail    of    rlfltr  tnillela. 

"These  German  aeroplanes  arc  (Strik- 
ing in  appearance.

German  Confidence 

liONDON,  Aug.  18.- A  dispatch  to 
th«  Central  News  Agency  from  Brus- 
sels says  that  a  during  newspapermiin 
ha.s  rcturni'd  to  that  city  after  a  trip 
along  the  froniier  between  the  armies, 
during  which  he  actually  apent'scveral 
days  within  tlie  German  lines.  He 
says:  "The  Germans  are  bringing  up  al- 
most unbelievable  numbers  of  men  and 
quantities  of  artillery  and  horses  and 
supplies  along  the  entire  line  from 
Luxemburg  to  llu:  northern  .  limits  of 
Belgium. 

"I  don't  believe  the  published  stories 
of  atrocities  by  the  Germnns,  as  all'  the 
Germans  I  met  seemed  to  be  not  the 
sort  of  men  likely  to  bo  guilty  of  such 
deeds,  although  1  did  not  seo  them  un- 
der the  nervous  tension  of  actual  fight- 
ing.

PARDON  FOR  DESERTERS 

Those    Who    Surrender     Themaelves 
Who   Join   Colonial   Corps   for 
Zinperlal  Service 


.NKW  VOI^K,  Aug  17. — SnglUh  papera 
reet-ived  here  toda.v  give  detalla  of  the 
composition  of  the  British  expeditionary 
forces  under  command  of  Field  Marshal 
Sir  ,Iohn  French.  The  Held  force  is 
composed  of  three  army  corps,  each 
comprising  two  divlHluns,  and  there  la 
an  extra  cavalry  division  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  General  Kdmund  Allenby. 

Fach  army  corpa  la  formed  of  twenty- 
four  Infantry  battalions  of  about  1.000 
men  each  on  a  war  footing,  six  cavalry 
regiments,  eight  batteries  of  horse  ar- 
tillery of  six  guns  each,  eighteen  bat- 
teries of  field  artillery  of  six  guns 
each,  two  howltr.er  batteries,  and  troops 
of  .engineers,  signal  corps,  arniy  service 
corps  and   other  details. 

The  British  field  force  therefore 
should  have  seventy-two  Infantry  bat- 
talions, eighteen  cavalry  regiments, 
twenty-four  batteries  of  horse  artillery, 
witli  Ml  guns,  fifty-four  batteries  of 
field  artillery  with  321  guns,  six  howit- 
zer batteries  and  the  usual  details,  ac- 
cording to  the  latest  British  list  Is- 
sued  at   the   end    of  .luly. 

The  first  army  corps  Is  commanded  by 
I.iieui. -General  Sir  Douglas  Haig,  the 
third  by  Major  General  \V.  P.  Putteny, 
and  the  second  was  led  by  Lieut  -Gen- 
eral Sir  James  Grlerson.  who  died  sud' 
denly  today  and  has  been  replaced  by

Cesar!  and  Corporal  Prtie- 
hopea.  left  Bergun  at  5:30  Frldwy  even- 
ing, each  being  alone  In  his  aeroplane, 
with  the  object  of  reconnoiterlng  about 
the  great  German  forces  at  Metz,  and,  If 
possible,  tlie  military  sheds  for  airships 
near  the  Chateau  do  Flesgade,  where 
the  capitulation  of  1870  was  signed. 

The  two  aviators  reached  their  de.i- 
tinatlon.  Cesarl  being  nearly  2,000  yards 
and  Pruehopea  2.S00  yards  above  the 
line  of  forts.  They  were  quickly  de- 
tected and  subjected  to  a  ceaseless  rain 
of  ahots.  At  a  critical  moment,  when 
they  were  making  In  the  direction  of 
the  drill  grounds,  the  lieutenant's  motor 
ceased  to  work.  A  disaster  seemed  Im- 
minent, and  Cesarl  decided  at  least  not 
to  give  his  life  away  for  nothing. 
Sweeping  downward  in  i,  bold  volplane, 
he  launched  his  bomb.  Then,  when 
death  seemed  certain,  his  engine  started 
working  again.  Meanwhile  the  corporal 
had  alBo  thrown  his  bomb.  Neither  of 
them  could  see  through  the  clouds  of 
smoke  from  the  German  guns  wheth^ir 
they  had  attained  their  object,  but  they 
believe  they  had  succeeded.  A  hundred 
volley  a  were  flred  at  them,  until  they 
were  far  otit  of  range.

LONpON.  Auc.  17.— Tlie  liine.-i  eor- 
respondent  at  Xamvir.  Ijeljcltim,  who  wit- 
nessed the  fighting  at  Dinant  Saturday, 
.says:  "The  battle  occupied  a  whole 
day,  but  was  mado  up  of  two  actions. 
The  first  continued  from  morning  un- 
til' '2  o'clock  in  tho  afternoon.  The  .sec- 
ond occupied  the  remainder  of  the  af- 
ternoon, l-'rom  early  morning,  when  the 
Germ.ans  took  possession  of  a.  part  of 
Dinant  on  the  left  h;ink  of  the  Meuse, 
and  a  regiment  of  French  infantry  ad- 
vanced at  the  same  time  from  the 
*<outh  to  the  north  and  occupied  the 
other  side  of  the  town,  skirmishes  be- 
tween the  two  forces  proceeded  through- 
out  the  forenoon. 

"In  the  afternoon  the  fighting  took 
the  form  of  an  artillery  engagement. 
The  (•■'reneh  Itifanfry  withdrew  from 
the  town  Into  the  wood.s  at-  the  side 
of.tjie  Meuse,  four  miles  from  tho 
river.  •  The.,  artillery  then  took  charge 
of  the  battle.  At. .the  same  moment  a 
French  Infantry  regiment  advan<?ing 
along  the  Meuse  on  the  right  liank  from 
Houx,  at  the  south  of  Xamiir.  filing  it- 
self on  the  Germans  in  the  town,  and 
aided  by  the  artillery  drove  them  off. 
Then  frfmi  3  o'clock  until  6  o'clock  the 
two  armies  were  engaged  In  an  artil- 
lery duel  across  the  town.  It  was  al- 
ways the  Germans  who  were  retiring 
along  the  hills  to  the  south  of  the 
town  and  always  the  French  who  moved 
forward  their  bat'eries  little  by  little. 
Gradually  the  Frt  nch  drove  the  Ger- 
mans southward,  probably  along  Ihe 
road  to  Han-sur-Lesse.  pursuing  all  the 
time  with  Infantry  and  chasseurs. 

"To  all  appearnnces  the  French  ar- 
tillery made  better  practice  than  the 
German.  The  number  of  killed  and 
wounded    must   have  been   heavy. 

"Several  attempts  have  been  made  by 
the  Germans  to  destroy  this  town  by 
means  of  an  attack  with  aeroplane 
bombs  within  the  past  few  day«  On 
Friday  an  aviator  dropped  three  bombs 
during  a  fast  flight  across  the  city.  Ofie 
of  these  fell  on  the  sidewalk  of  the 
bridge  d'Omallus,  injuring  five  men. 
The  other  bombs  did  tio  dAmago.  Satur- 
day a  bomb  struck  tlie  roof  of  the  rail- 
way station.  Injuring  one  man  but  do- 
ing only  alight  damage  to  the  build- 
ing, f

LONDON,  Aug.  TR.— The  Dsily  Chron- 
icle learns  on  lilgh  authority  that  al- 
though the  .\ustrian  forces  took  up  posi- 
tions on  the  .Servian  frontiers  as  long 
ago  as  July  24,  they  have  jiot  made  any 
serious    headway  since. 

The  chief  of  the  "Servian  general  staff 
reckons  that  the  Austrian  forces  on  the 
Save  and  Danube  will  exceed  200,000, 
the  greater  part  of  which  is  concon- 
trated  opposite  Belgrade  and  commanda 
the  Danubian  fort  oC  Sumatra. 

A  considerable  force  is  also  on  the 
Save  and  Drlna,  on  the  extreme  North- 
western frontier  of  Servia.  .\t  seven 
different  points  on  th  eDanube  and  the 
Save,  the  Austro-Hungarian  troops  at- 
temiitcd  to  pass  these  rivers,  but  In  all 
cases  were  repulsed.  More  success  at- 
tended thoir  efforts  at  Shazate  and  r.,07,- 
nlt/.a.  on  the  Save,  but  as  these  places 
are  entirely  unprotected  and  offered 
practically  no  opposition,  their  occupa- 
tion by  the  enemy  Is  not  regarded  as 
the  least  strategic.  It  is  therefore  cer- 
tain that  with  the  exception  of  these 
two  points,  the  entire  area  of  Servia  Is 
free  of  the  Invaders.  So  cautious  arii 
the  Austrian  com^anders  that  they 
make  no  attempt  to  proceed  to  the  cap- 
ture of  the  fortified  ixisltions  hrhini 
Ij0/.nit7.a. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Servian  troop?, 
emboldened  by  the  apparent  suplneness 
of  the  Austrian  forces,  have  crossed  tho 
frontiers  of  Bosnia  and  Herzegovnia  at 
several  points  and  already  have  pene- 
trated to  Sinsantrude  and  Forca,  where 
they  are  in  touch  with  the  forces  of 
Montenegro,  which  have  been  marching 
Northward  along  the  Drlna.  Their  ob- 
ject, of  course,  is  to  prevent  the  Aus- 
trian forces  from  Sarajevo  obtaining 
command  of  the  great  military  road 
from  the  Servian  frontier  through  Predlo 
to  Novilmzar.  Numerous  bands  of  Bos- 
nians have  joined  the  .Servian  an  Monte- 
negrin troops,  and  stout  resistance  will 
he  offereil  to  any  attempt  to  occupy  tho 
Sanjak  from  the  Northwest.  The  Ser- 
vian irovernment  and  etrtlre  executive 
force  have  taken  up  their  headciuarters 
at  NIsh,  and  complete  communication 
has  been  established  with   Periphory. 

Humors  are  already  current  that  tho 
gradual  pressure  of  the  Russian  army 
on  the  (Taltolan  frontier  Is  compelling 
the  .Mistrlana  to  move  some  of  their 
best  troops  from   tho  Servian  border.

The  French  wing  at 
Dinant  had  been  badly  cut  up  and  near- 
ly rotited  when  suddenly  the  strains  of 
the  ••MarscUalse"  resounded  in  the 
French  lines  and  the  men  rallied  and 
re-formed.  With  splendid  gallantry 
they  charged,  hurling  themselves  on 
the  German  troofes.  breaking  through 
their  lines  and  puttine:  them  to  flight. 
BrllUant  Charga 
The  Uhlans  turned  and  lleil.  leaving 
the  brunt  of  the  lighting  to  be  borne  by 
the  dragoons  and  hussars,  the  latter  be- 
longing to  the  seventeenth  regiment. 
The  gallant  Belgians  literally  cut  their 
way  through  the  Germans,  piercing  the 
enemy  imtll  they  came  under  the  ma- 
chine gun  ftre.  but.  quite  undismayed, 
they  rt-formed,  and  wbceting  about 
dashed  again  Into  the  German  cavalry, 
battering  them  right  and  lef^.  It. might 
ha vo  soot  bawl 'with  the  Belgian  horse- 
raeii.  byt  at  tWla  moment  a  battery 
came  Into  aotloD  In  ntpport  of  l|toe 
cavalry. 

The  guns  flred  on  the  Qerroahs,  who 
being  absolutely  without  cover,  wore  for 
a  few  moments  thrown  into  disorder  and 
retreated  pell-mell.

"Vox  it  i.«t  not  10  be  believed  that  the 
young  German  navy  will  resign  Itself 
to  Inactivity  or  that  sooner  or  later  It 
will  not  strike  with  all  Its  force.  Be 
that  uu  it  may,  a  very  real  thing  has 
already  happened.  So  tight  is  the  grip 
of  our  squadrons  upon  the  German 
coast  that  thi^  .Vorth  Sea  is  again  In 
use  'Hs  a  high  road  of  commerce.  The 
Danes  are  sending  ns  supplies,  and 
British  shipping  Is  passing  to  and  fro 
between  our  porta  and  those  of  Scan- 
dinavia. 

"The  brnlal  policy  of  scattering  con- 
tact mines  In  the  path  of  peaceful  ahlp- 
ptng  has  had  no  other  effect  than  to 
deepen  the  condemnation  which  the 
civilized  nations  passed  on  German  dis- 
regard for  the  rights  of  nations. 

"It  Is  a  great  fleet  standing  on  guard 
fvhich  Is  makihig  Its  influence  felt  from 
one  end  of  the  world  to  the  other.  Brit- 
ish cruisers  now  swarm  In  every  sea. 
There  are  converted  merehantment  as 
well  as  ships  of  the  navy.  Against 
these  the  few  small  cruisers  of  the  Ger- 
mans have  proved  of  no  more  avail 
than   penny    steamboats. 

•'It  Is  unlikely  that  they  have  taken 
a  single  prize  in  all  the  seaii  of  the 
world.  .  If  they  have,  they  must  have 
sunk  them,   for  they  cannot  spare  prlzft 


ore  we  from  their  small  complements,  nor 
are  there  any  ports  to  which  they 
could  take  them.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Lusitanla  arrived  home  in  perfect 
li&fety  deaplte  machinery  defects,  and 
the   Mauretanla  has  started. 

"German  and  Austrian  ships  either 
have  fallen  victims  by  the  wholesale  or 
are  sewed  up  in  neutral  ports.  Where 
are  the  ocean  greyhounds  of  the  ITam- 
burg-Amerlcan  and  the  Nord-Deutscher 
ijloyd?  Some  arc  at  Boston,  some  at 
Pernambuco,  Bom>:^  no  doubt  at  Klan- 
Chau,  at  Shanghai,  or  at  Yokohama.  If 
it  wore  only  the  cruisers  they  had  to 
face  some  of  them  would  hav*  made  a 
run  for  their  money,  but  what  is  the 
good?  To  get  home  they  must  pass  our 
groat  fleet,  and  that  is  a  hopeless  task, 
so  they  .stay  where  they  are  with  what 
grace  they   may.  .. 

"No  more  Ignomlnous  fate  has  over- 
taken belligerent  warships  than  that 
which  Js  now  ascertained  to  have  over- 
taken the  Goeben  and  her  consort,  the 
Breslau.  They  have  pa.ssed  to  the 
Turks  and  are  under  command  of  a 
British  admiral.  The  crews  go  home.  It 
Is   said,    by  way   of   Roiimania, 

"U>  need  not  worry  about  the  kind 
of  International  law  Involved  so  long 
a.s  we  make  sure  that  the  crews  go. 
When  they  get  home  they  will  spread 
the  news  which  the  Government  must 
otherwise  have  <;onceaJed,  that  the  pride 
of  the  German  navy  was  not  allowed  to 
put  up  a  flght,  biit  was  flrst  chased 
into   the  Dardanellc.*!  and   then  sold."

first  Justification.  Hie  reconstruction 
of  the  map  of  Europe  has  begun.  Ex- 
pectations that  were  Impossible  yefler- 
day  kre  today  defined'  so  clearly  that 
nothing  can  extinguish  them. 

Probably  it  Is  as  true  today  as  form- 
erly that  an  absolutely  Independent  Pol- 
and could  not  exist  between  three  em- 
pires which  have  previously  amputated 
it.  but  constituted  in  the  terms  oi  the 
Imperial  proclamation,  under  Russian 
suzerainty.  Us  , position  and  the  nuni- 
bere  of  its  population  will  inevitably 
ifavor  liberal  developments,  and  this 
will  react  upon  the  condition  of  the 
whole  of  the  Russian  lands. 

War  has  always,  for  Russia  preceded 
such  dramatic  necessities  as  this.  The 
t.'rlmean  war  led  to  emancipation  of  the 
serfs,  and  the  .fapaneae  war  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  beginning  of  par- 
liamentary Institutions.  It  was  inev- 
itable that  when  the  Russian  advance 
against  Austria  and  Germany  began,  the 
Polish  population  from  the  Baltic  to  the 
Carpathians  should  be  seized  by  such  a 
dramatic  Inducement  to  choose  their 
destiny.  They  are  all  not  In  the  same 
faith.  The  Pole  in  Euat  Prussia  has 
Seen  au^Jected  for  twenty  years  lo  a 
brutal  systematic  campaign,  which, 
however,  has  not  «uccet»lod  In  destroy- 
ing their  social  unity  or  driving  thuni 
from  the  land.

the  present   grave  national  crisis. 

"Tour  prompt  and  efficient  actions  have 
appealed  to  us  In  a  very  forcible  man- 
ner, as  we,  are  already  pledginl  to  pre- 
serve the  Integrity  of  the  Empire. 

We  therefore  desire  to  assure  you  of 
our  hearty  support  and  to  tender  you 
every  assistance  In  dur  power. 

"Vte  firmly  believe  that  when  this 
great  war  is  recorded  In  history,  our 
beloved  Empire  will  be  solidified  and 
strengthened— under  the  all-wise  and 
guiding  hand  of  our  Beneficent  God- 
through  the  events  which  only  the  fu- 
ture may  reveal."

Oeorge  Grimlsbn  and  John  Wallace, 
moved  a  resolution  adciressed  to  Hlr 
Wilfrid   l.aurlcr.      It  follows: 

"Whereas  It  1«  nultabl?  at  this  time, 
wlii-n  the  British  ICmplre  resounds  with 
thi-  tramp  of  armed  men,  and  .serried 
ranks    are    massed    with  A)Se    accord    to 


legal  power  to  suspend  any  of  the  civic

These  bodies  pointed 
out  that  in  view  of  the  cull  to  service 
the  city  might  take  action  towards 
holding  open  the  positions  of  those 
members  of  the  civic  statt  who  may 
volunteer  and  serve,  and  also,  if-  pos- 
sible, suspend  the  penulttes  for  whlcn 
such  men  would  be  liable  In  respect 
to  property  taxed  by  the  city.  The 
suggestion  was  made  that  the  city 
might  forego  the  penalty  usually  im- 
posed for  non-payment  of  taxes  by  the 
stipulated  date,  and  In  ether  slmillar 
manner  show  its  appreciation  of  the 
loyalty  of  the  members  of  the  staff. 

The  city  solicitor  submitted  his  opin- 
ion at  last  night's  meeting  of  the  City 
Councill.  B«  stated  that  no  such  power 
Is  given  to  the  municipality  undvr  the 
Municipal  Act,  and  any  acts  done  by 
the  Coitncll  in  that  direction  would 
necessitate  the  ratification  hy  legislation 
passed    by    the    Provincial    Legislature. 

The  City  Council  has  already  gone 
HO  far  as  to  order  that  men  of  the 
staff  who  have  volunteered  shall  receive 
their  August  salaries  and  have  their 
positions  held  for  them.

Provided  there  are  no  accidents  and 
unforeseen  delays.

Professor  R,  W.  Brock  Be- 
comes Head  of  the  Faculty 
of  Mines — Hon.  Dr,  Young 
Much  Pleased  at  Selection. 


Mrs.  'Rosalind  Watson  Young, 
Writes  for  The  Colonist  an 
Interesting  Account  of  a  Re- 
cent Visit  to  Great  Works. 


Mra.  Rosalind  Watson  Voung  (wife  of 
the  Hon.  Dr.  Young,  Minister  of  Kdu- 
cation),  has  very  kindly  written  for  The 
Colonist  the  following  account  of  a  visit 
to  the  Powell  River  paper  mills: 

At  a  time  when  Eastern  paper  mills 
are  Inconvenienced  because  tbeir  sup- 
ply of  sulphide  pulp  ordinarily  obtain- 
ed from  Germany,  la  cut  off,  British  Co- 
lumbia Is  fortunate  In  having  a  home 
Industry  capable  of  supplying  all  the 
print  paper   that    the  West  can    use. 

It  is  over  two  years  since  paper  mak- 
ing  began  at   Powell  River.     Every  day. 


750  miles  of  12-root  wide  paper  Issues- 
220  tops — enough  to  supply  all  the  Pa- 
ciflc  Coast  westward  of  the  Rockies, 
with  a  surplus  for  Australia  and     New 

Zealand.      Now      that      newspapera are 

turning  out  "extras"  the  output  will  be 
increased. 

Powell  mills  ^-iewed  from  the  water, 
Is  a  pleasant,  surprise,  both  In  appear- 
ance and  magnltutle.  The  buildings  are 
of  grey  cement,  which  tone  well  in  with 
the  gravel  of  the  hilly  background,  and 
the  sky-line  curves  froi^  high  stacks  to 
log-slip  at  the  water's  edge  In  a  most 
satisfying  wdy.  The  population  num- 
bers at  least  1,500  people,  all  dependent 
upon  the  paper  mills.  Of  these  500  are 
engaged  In  the  mill  proper,  and  200  In 
bulldng  and  other  trades.  .  In  addition 
the  company  has  GOO  men  at  Us  logging 
camps  on  Ktngcombe  Inlet  and  other 
Northern   points. 

Oomfortabl*   Konsas 

Comfortable  houses  have  beei>'  buttt 
for  the  employees.  A  flve-roomed  house 
.with  modern  conveniences  rciits  for  ten 
dollars  a  month.  Electric  light  and 
water  are  provided  at  a  flat  rate  of  fifty 
to  seventy-five  cents  a  month.  The 
skilled  labor  Is  British  or  American,  the 
unskilled  Greek.  Russian  or  Austrian. 
Union  wages  are  paid,  and  no  trouble  is 
experienced  with  labor.  A  hospital  is 
maintained  with  two  doctors  and  two 
nurses.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  there 
were   no   patients. 

Already  $10,000,000  of  American  capi- 
tal have  been  expended  on  this  plant, 
so  situated  on  account  of  easy  shipping 
facilities  and  excellent  water  power. 
The  river  has  been  dammed  twenty-five 
teei,  thus  affording  35,000  h.  !>.  of 
water,  with  30.000  In  reserve. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  auperln- 
tendent.  Mr.  Edward  Sheahan.  we  Were 
shown  the  whole  process  of  paper-mak- 
ing. No  more  dirty  rags  for  paper, 
.lust  the  clean  spruce  and  hemlock 
trees.  We  watched  thorn  coming  up  the 
Incline  to  the  saw,  to  bo  c\it  Into  k'ngth.»< 
32x8x8  inches,  such  as  a  man  can  eas- 
ily handle.  Then  the  stream  of  blocks 
was  divided,  later  on  to  be  reunited,  one 
part  going  through  the  mechanical,  the 
other  through  the  chemical  process  and 
coming  together  again  In  the  propor- 
tion of  75  per  cent  mechanical  pulp  and 
25  per  cent  chemical — the  former  gives 
strength  to  tho  paper,  the  latter  fine 
texture. 

Snormoas    Steal    Digastors 

\\  1-  t;aw  two  cnormou.^  steel  digcsiors 
which  arc  packed  with  chips,  then  flUod 
with  Hulph\iroUK  acid.  In  some  way  not 
fully  understood  thf  nascent  gas  .separ- 
ates the  btmdlca  of  wood-fibres. 

We  also  .saw  the  grinders,  twonty-foiir 
In  all.  In  which  the  wood  Is  mc  liRni- 
cally  ground. 

In  order  to  make  the  paper  wliiio, 
small  riuantltlcs  of  red  and  blue  anal i no 
dyes  are  added.  The. reason  why  our 
newspapers  turn  yellow  In  a  few  days 
is  Hint  the-  anallne  fades  out,  leaving  the 
natural    color  of   the   wood. 

After  the  pulp  has  been,  well  ."train- 
ed and  washed.  11  Is  dried  on  flannel 
belts,  first  by  gravity,  then  by  pressure, 
and  lastly  by  ventilation.  Steel  rolls 
Stve  to  Its  smooth  surface,  before  it 
Is  rollcil  on  10  paper  <ores  In  lengths  of 
three  and  a  half  mllrs  and  upwards. 
The  log  wc  watched  going  to  the  saw 
greets  us  in  ihc  form  of  a  roll  of  paper 
as  We  finish  our  round  of  insi>ectlon  one 
hour  later.

Joseph    Barnea,    Said    for    Hospital    Au- 

thoritlea.  Succumbs  Before  Medical 

Aid   Can   Ba   Obtaiaea

Removed  from  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital yesterday  morning  at  3:30  o'clock 
to  the  Police  Headquarters  on  account 
of  his  violent  t)ehavior  at  the  former 
institution,  Joseph  Barnes  died  in  his 
cell  three  hours  later.  When  Jiillcr 
.Brogan,  who  had  visited  the  cell  several 
times  during  the  night,  made  a  call  at 
6:16  o'cL-M^k,  Barnes  was  almost  un- 
conscious. Jailer  Brogan  recognized  at 
a  glance  the  serious  condition  of  tho 
man  and  iinmcdlatcly  telephoned  for 
Dr.  Thomas,  When  the  latter  arrived 
Barnes  was  dead.  An  Inquest  will  be 
held    this  morning. 

Barnes  was  broucht  (o  police  head- 
quarters on  Friday  night  suffering  from 
a  cut  over  one  eye  occasioned  by  his 
fall  down  the  stairs  of  a  Broad  Street, 
hotel.  He  had  been  drinking  and  Ills 
ce.ndltion  was  such  that  after  the 
wound  had  been  dressed  the  man  was 
taken  to  the  hospital.  There  he  .suf- 
tered  from  what  was  diagnosed  as  an 
attack  of  delirium  tremens  and  became 
so  violent  that  the  hospital  authorities 
had  him  taken  to  the  police  station 
where  a  podded  well  is  available.  Aftor 
hip  arrival  at  the  Jail  he  apparently 
quieted  down  and  gave  no   trouble. 

Little  Is  known  of  the  man.  From 
p.ipers  in  his  possession  It  Is  believed 
be  leaves  a  wife  at  present  resident  in 
C'alKary.  He  had  been  a  resident  of 
Victoria  but  a  compflralively  short 
Uni"'.

time  the  nurse  spends  in  attending  to 
the    patient    Is   amply   sufficient. 

As  the  writer  has  said  be/ore,  no  one 
who  pays  the  fees  charged  by  the  visit- 
ing nurse  should  feel  humiliated,  much 
less  pauperized.  On  the  other  hand. 
She  is  doing  her  part  to  support  the 
Order  and  thus  help  her  poorer  neigh- 
bors. 

It  must  bo  remeittbered,  however*  that 
the  Victorian  nurse  Is  fully  tiuallfie<l 
for  l\er  duties.  She  is  a  graduate  nurse 
and  1M|»  f^Mides  received  special  train- 
ing. '- 

It'  in^st  tw  borne  In  mind  that  these 
nurses  have  no  time  to  waste  on  fanci- 
ed aliments  or  to  listen  to  unfounded 
complalnt.s.  They  are  busy  working 
women  who  are  anxious  to  do  their 
dtjty.  We  have  now  two  nurses  but  the 
Victorian  Order  Is  ready  to  engage 
others  when  it  is  necessary.

1  believe  H  offers  more  to  the  young 
man  than  any  other  branch  of  sport, 
for  no  man  who  Is  not  phy.sically  and 
r.enUlly  fit  can  expect  to  win  success 
at   the    game. 

•Form  v.'irles  so  greatly  In  tennis 
that  1  hesitate  to  recommend  any  par- 
ticular strokes.  The  game  that  will 
suit  one  man  will  very  often  be  quite 
v.nsulted  to  another.  In  general,  how- 
ever. 1  believe  that  the  all  round  game 
is  the  winning  one  today.  By  that  I 
mean  a  player  must  be  proflcWnt  both 
in  the  back  of  the  court  and  at  the  net. 

"It  is  my  belief  that  the  interna- 
tional matches  for  the  Davis  Cup  have 
dene  a  tremendous  amount  of  good  for 
the  game.

Walter 
Kutt.  world's  cl\amplon,  l«  third  with  a 
poirits,  and  It  Is  evident  that  the  cham- 
pionship lies  between  Oouilet  and  Kra- 
mer.

The  result  of  the  war  from  aa  ath- 
letic and  sporting  standpoint  may  be 
greater,  for  It  is  likely  to  upset  events 
scheduled  for  several  years  to  come, 
i'ho  Sondcr  boat  races  at  Kiel  in  193  5 
an^l  the  Olympic  games  at  Berlin  In 
1916  are  no  longer  assured  fixtures. 
Athletic  authorities  both  In  America 
and  abroad  realise  that  If  tho  present 
war  continues  for  any  extended  period 
Germany  will  not  be  In  a  position  to 
act  as  host  to  the  Olympic  teams.  En- 
tries from  all  tho  European  coutitrle.s 
will  be  greatly  curtailed,  if  not  aban- 
doned entirely,  and  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  postpone  the  games  or  trans- 
fer the  meet  to  some  nation  not  In- 
volved in  the  clash   of  arms. 

In  commenting  on  this  angi*  Of:  tbo 
present  unsettled  state  of  affairs  ath- 
Ic'tlc,  James  R  Sullivan,  secretary  of 
the  American  Olympic  committee,  said: 

"Of  cotirse,  it's  looking  a  long  way 
ahead  to  attempt  to' predict  the  effect 
of  the  war  abroad  on  the  Olympic 
games  of  1916.  Personally.  1  hope 
that  Kurope  will  be  at  peace  again  be- 
fore that  time,  and  that  there  will  be 
no  need  of  a  change  In  tho  programme. 
If,  however,  a  shift  is  necessary,  the 
United  States  's  the  logical  country  in 
which  to  hold  the  games,  and  the 
American  committee  will  carry  out  tho 
schedule  as  planned  by  Germany  with- 
out a  hitch  of  any  kind.  We  have 
stadiums  In  many  parts  of  the  country, 
several  of  which  arc  capable  of  seating 
from  40,000  to  60,000  spectators.  Should 
It  prove  desirable  to  postpone  the 
Panama-Pacific  Fxposltlon  planned  for 
San  Francisco  next  year  until  1016.  the 
Olympic  games  would  undoubtedly  be 
held  there  In  connection  with  the  fair.

1900,  only  a  few 
dayH  after  Cronje  surrendered,  he  was 
gazetted  as  major  of  the  Army  Medical 
Service  in  the  Imperial  Army,  the  rank 
which  he  held  throughout  the  rest  of  the 
campaign.  He  stayed  in  South  Africa 
till  the  war  was  over,  and  returned  to 
England  with  Colonel  Otter.  He  wttS  on 
the  fleld  in  every  important  action  lu 
whicli  the  Canadians  participated.  In- 
cluding loplar  Crove.

The  by- 
laws to  be  contested  are  No.  1998,  pro- 
viding for  the  boriowlng  of  $104,280 
for  work  on  Hillside  Avenue,  between 
Douglas  Street  and  Cedar  Hill  Fload, 
and  .No.  1695.  for  borrowing  $749,840  for 
work  on  Douglas  Street,  between  Pem- 
broke Street  and  the  city  limits.  On 
both  thoroughfares  the  work  has  been 
completed  and  the  debentures  Issued, 
but  no  assessments  have  as  yet  been 
paid  by   the  owners. 

The  grounds  on  which  the  action  to 
upset  tlie.  by-laws  are  based  arc,  that 
no  proper  by-law  authorly.lng  the  work 
to  the  amount  Intended  to  be  raised 
has  been  passed  by  the  corporation;
